verence, which is of great price in his ſight, though not valu- 
ed in the ſight of men; for which they have ſuffered deaths 
often, IBA; and mat ac mem ng; and great ſpoile of their 
goods, flaning, ftockigg, whipping, and cruel! mockiags, and 
much more, which is too tedious to mention, for their due o- 
bedience tothe RoyalLaw of God & the eighty Commands 
of Chriſt; nay, they bave been denied the liberty of Thieves 
and rs, for theifLoyalty chergunto, by them who were 
in Aughority before thy xowing in; which God took occafion 
againft co — with remedileſs miſery., as a juſt reward of 
their ungodly deeds: Then he remembred thee whom he had 
ſuffered to be oppreſſed by che afore-yamed Task-Maſters,and 
did raiſe thee hy INES „in which eſtate when thou 
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w w,and u the ſence ereof , thou promiſed much lis 
277 cet armleſs Lambs of God's Fold, ſaying , They 
not ſuffer for their Religion, ſo long as they did live 


eaceably;and much more, which may be (een abroad in pub- 
2 view: Yet notwithſtanding their ſufferings are much 


more encxeaſed um er thee, thanibefore , and · thou haft bro · 
ken thy Word and Promifes to them, though they have kept 
faithful and true unto thee, and have not broken the peace of 
the Kingdoms under thee, nor any of thy juſt Laws, but Have 
laboured by all lawful means to live a peaccable and quietlife 
under thee, in all godlineſs and honeſſy; yet hot great is dhe 
of their oppreſſion in this. Nation at chi gay, from the 
one end — tothe other ? They are * as ſheep - 
for the ſlaughter. even while they vrho vyork-Wiekedneſs axe 
et up in high eſbimation. All hie the righteous God hath 
zegarded , and his ſoul is greatly gtie ved every diy und if 
ealxevings be yo ed amended; he will-vifir, thee and 
Sache whole Nation in bis bor diſpleaſure 4 thele and fach 
lie d u the overtbrovy-of many great Kings in the 7 
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their chi glory» and | 10 their honor in ch duſ. 
So in all love and tenderneſi of heart conkider wat thou 
haſt d one, and art doing, and remember thy Covenents with 
God and man in thy low eſtate, and let it be in no mans 12 
er further to charge thee with the breach of thy Word and 
Promiſe. Suffer none to be oppreſſed for Conſcience · ſake in 
thy Dominions, that doth not diſturb the peace of che Kings: 
dom, as thou wilt anſwer the contrary before the gighteous 
God: This can never be a good — to thy future ſeeu. 
rity with Cod nor man, neither will God ever hlelsthee, or 
proſper thy way in any thing of this nature; for hii people is 
his portion which be hath called and choſen ,, and wo ta 4 
their enemies, He chat offendyone of them, it were better far 
him that a Milſtone were hanged about his neck, and he in the 
midſt of che Sea. And if any counſel thee to vex and ſcourge 
3 Lambs, duch are thy mortal Enemies; and if 
thou doſt hearken and obey. them, twil bring ſhame,reproach, 
confuſion and deſolation unto thy Crown and Dignity, 
Therefe be wiſe, O King, and recollect thy memory while 
thou haſt a day and time, and conſider thy tormer Engage-

hves, thereby evidently manifeſting their rebellion agaialt thee; 
And one of their Magiſtrates ſaid to a Friend of ours in my 
bearing, as he was peaceably paſſing on the way, that he would 
lay him neck and heels for all che Kings Letter : So if thou take. 
ſom ſpeedy courſ for the repealing and making void theſe eruel 
Lawes by. which they exerciſe this cruelty, both in theſegand all 
other thy Dominions, haply thou may be as AMoſes, to fand in. © 
the gap, berwixt God and thy people, that his wrath and fury 
may be. turned back, and appeaſed, leſt his long · ſuffering com to, 
an end, whoſe ſpirit liath not yet ceaſed to ſtrive; Therefore 
encline thine ear, and give attention thereunto, and anſwer the 
requiring thereof, and leave the conſciences of all people free. - 
in matter of worſhip and faith tomards God, whileſt they live 
peaceably and quierly under thy Dominion, according to thy 
former Deelarations and promiſſes: and let them pegforme the 
ſame in ſuch a way-and manner as they themſelyes ſhall be per- 
ſwadet ini their own Conſciences; and let none be compelled 
to any way or form of worlbip; neither let any law be made ſor 
any lach end and let not any ſuffer impriſonment, becauſe for 
couſcience ſake they cannot pay to maintain a company ol“ 
birelingPrieſis,butin theſe things let all be left fret & let the 
evil doer he puniſhed and terriſj ed, and the (nom wrongfully.) 
oppreſſed go free; for this the Lord requires of thee, and only
